returned, [ fuppofe by yourlelf, tho’ not under your name, 
in a Letter from the College in Mourhelds, to a Gentle-

fon’s encmies hid often abuied him with the oppro-

¢ which was long after the time aflign’d by that Blun- 

6 derbuts U/rick. This I own was a good way 

of feeming to make fome excufe for a blunder, which 

you could ncither deny, nor defend : but a way which 
was more ingenious, than lagenuous. — 

However, I had not revived the memory of this blun- 
der, had you not thought fit to caft feveral aiperfions up- 
on the Society of Grub-freet, in a letter printed in the 
Daily Courant of lait Tuciday. It has been a misfortune 
common to our Society with thofe of the two famous 
Univerfitics, that feveral who were a {candal to it whilit 
Members, have endeavoured to fhew their little wit and 
learning in caiting refle€tions upon us, after they had de- 
ferted us. This we therefore bore with patience, being 
little moved at the clamour and noite of tuch Apottates. 
But whenever any perfon of worth and character, who 
formerly hzs been an ornament to our Society, abfents 
himfelf from our mectings, and lets fall any reflections 
againft us, we are fenfibly affli€ted atthem. Efpecially when 
by the manner of his writing he fhews plainly to all the 
world, that he was once of our Community ; and there- 
by gives an intimation, that he had jult reaions for quit- 
ting it. As this is the prefent cafe, I think my(elf obliged, 
in vindication of our whole fraternity, to make fome ob- 
fervations upon your late Letter, in which you repretent 
us asa numerous and difarder’y rabble of Scribblers brought 
into the ficld againft the prejext Mintfry. 

It is really very hard, that this imputation fhould be 
laid againit ts, when we have carefully avoided p litical 
Letters and Eiflays in our Yourna/; and whenever we 
have touched upon fubjects ot that nature, it has been 
Only in relation to the arguinentation and dictien, uled 
by the Political Writers on either fide. And we take this 
imputation the more unkindly, becaufe it came jut after 
the time, when we had in three tucceflive Journals, pla- 
eed the late celebrated Controverfy betwixt the Wat- 
POLEANs and PuLTENEYANS, in a truel’ght, by fetting 
the objections and aniwers oppofite to one another in 
different colurnns. In reading controverfial Writers, Per- 
fons being always inclined to one fide more than the 
Other, are general'y negligent in examining the arguinents 
of both: and among them that do examine them, it isa 
frequent complains, that the Writer who is read, like the 
Lawyer who is heard, lalt, {cemis to have the advan- 
tage. Upon beth which accounts, we thizk our method 
the moft in.partial ard inflructive; and fhall theretore pur- 
fue it for the tuture in other controverfies that may arife. 
And to this we are the more incouraged by the appre- 
bation, which, we hear, was publickly given to our Jour- 
nals by {ome very Great Perions at Hampton-Court: nei- 
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ther do we at all regard the cenfures paffed upon us by 
fome Party-men of different perfuafions. Thofe ceniures 
fhew atrue party fpirit, which defires, that only the 
writings of one fide of the queition thould be read 5 and 
confirm us the more in the opinion of the reafonablene(s 
of our conduct and method. 

We are at preient, it is true, in a very odd fituation : 
on one fide you charge us with ‘ being engaged by the 
* goodnels ot pay, or the hopes of plunder, to write againit 
* the Miniitry ; on the other, it is aflerted in the lat 
Craftjman, that ‘the whole Province of Grub/frect 
* has been taken into double pay, upon this important 
‘ occafion, to write for the Miniitry. ‘hat one of thefe 
contradictory affertions is not true, every one muft own 
at the firit repetition ; and that one of the accufations ne- 
ceflarily clears us of the other: but a few words will 
foon make it evident that they are both falfe. -— The 
Province, or rather the States, of Grub-fireet, like thoie 
of Switzerland, never enter into any alliance offentive and 
defeniive with any one contending Power, againit another ; 
but wilely keep themielves in an exaét neutrality. At the 


' fae time, their private Members are ready to ingage on 


either fide for good pay, without ever inquiring into the 
merits of the caufe. And when thus ingaged, it muft be 
owned, they act with great fidelity, encountering with as 
much earneltnefs and animofity, as it the caufe which they 
defended were their own. And as they perfeétly under- 
{tand each others weapons, and way of managing them, 
the fight is generally very long and obftinate, and they 
feldoin give any quarter. —~- This may feem a little too 
barbarous in perions of the fame fraternity : but ic will 
appear lefs itrange if we confider two circumttances. One 
is, that both Purties amongit us, tho’ they employ thete 
Mercenaries, abfolutely deny that they do it ; and ilill up- 
braid cach other with employing them. ‘The other, that 
theie Mercenaries themfelves difclaiin the name of Gruéde- 
ans, and object it to one another by way of reproach. 
How this honeurable appellation came to be accounted a 
mark of infamy, I thall not at prefent inquire; deligaing 
in a little time to communicate to the warld a Diiierta- 
tion on this fubjeét, wherein [ have examined this mat- 
ter to the bottom, and fully proved, that the title of 
Gradbean isas reputable, as that of Academician in France, 
or of Fellow of any College or Society in Great Britain. 

One thing is very remarkable, and much for tie repu- 
tation of our Society, that thote, who endeavour to cait 
reflections upon us, do it very often in fuch a manner, 
that even their intended fatire is a real panegyric. Of 
this, Sir, you have given us an illuftrious initance in your 
letter; where acculing us as enemies to the Governinent, 
you reprefent us under the deicription of /ome fhatter'd 
Ixfantry fiom Grub tlreet, the Forlorn Hope of the Party. 
---Not being acquainted fo much with military as civil al- 
fairs, you was deceived, I imagine, by the term Forlorn 
Hope, which raifed in your mind a defpicable idea. Where- 
as, had you fearched into the true meaning of it, you 
would have found it to have a noble and heroic fignifi- 
cation. And therefore the next time you have occafion 
to borrow fome term from any Art or Science, which 
you do not underttand, which, I apprehend, will be the next 
time you Write; I beg you tu contult a very fainous book 
publithed by that eminent Member of our Society N. Bat- 
LEY, Gincavz@» I mean his Etymological Diétionary; a 
book neceflary to be frequently conjulted by ali thoic, who 
without learning pretend to write fenfe and Englith. 
There you might have found ¢ The For/orn Hope ot an ar- 
‘ my (io called irom the greatneis of their danger) to be 
‘ men detached irom feveral regunents, or otherwife ap- 
‘ pointed to give the firit oniet in battle, or to begin the 
« attack of a belieged place. —- But out of the reipect I 
bear for you, as formerly an ornament to our Comuinu- 
nity, I will rather impute this miltake to the Printer (as 
my Brother the Oraror imputes all his) and imogine 
by an obvious various lection, that inftead cf /batter’d, you 
wrote tatterd. This will periectly reconcile your detcrip- 
tion with that of our Brother Batney: tor tho’ atter’d
